Workshops... 

GRASS  workshops  are  offered  at  the  lab 
about  three  times  a  year.  They  are  scheduled 
around  the  University  calendar  and  generally 
occur  during  break  periods.  The  intensive 
mini-course  gives  an  introduction  to  GIS  and 
GRASS  through  lectures  and  lab  exercises. 
Workshops  are  offered  occasionally  on  other 
topics  related  to  GIS.

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Hardware... 

The  lab  includes  eight  SUN  workstations 
with  high  resolution  color  monitors  and 
several  IBM  PC-AT's.  Large  format 
digitizing  tablets  are  available  for  input  of 
cartographic  data.  Color  hardcopy  output 
devices  and  a  large  scale  plotter  are  also 
available.  Expansion  and  updating  of 
existing  hardware  is  always  a  priority. 

Software... 

The  SUN  workstations  are  UNIX  based.  On 
them,  users  have  access  to  a  GIS  called 
GRASS,  a  system  developed  by  the  U.S. 
Army  Construction  Engineering  Research 
Laboratory.  Other  software  includes  a 
relational  DBMS  called  RIM,  AutoCAD, 
MAPGEN,  and  various  UNIX  utilities.  The 
addition  of  other  appropriate  software  is  an 
ongoing  emphasis  at  the  lab. 

Network  links... 

The  SUN  workstations  share  files  via  the 
Network  File  Server.  They  are  also  each 
equipped  with  an  Ethernet  interface.  With 
this  link,  they  are  connected  by  way  of  a 
fiber  optics  connection  to  the  University 
and  from  there  to  the  world. 

Lab  Hours... 

The  lab  is  open  for  authorized  public  use,  but 
these  hours  change  each  semester. 
Occasionally,  special  events,  such  as 
workshops  occur  at  the  lab,  and  the  lab  is  not 
available  at  those  times.  Check  with  the  Lab 
Coordinator  or  read  the  schedule  posted  on 
the  door  of  Room  318  Davenport  Hall  for  an 
up  to  date  schedule  of  lab  hours.
